1. The President has met with the National Security Council 

and has made the following decisions: 


a. If the airport is open for fixed-wing operations today, you are 
to continue the evacuation of high risk Vietnamese by fixed-wing aircraft. 
Y<?u are also to evacuate by the end of the day all American personnel at 
Tan Son Nhut as well as all but bare minimum personnel from the Embassy. 

b. While you should not say so, this will be the last REPEAT 
last day of fixed-wing evacuation from Tan Son Nhut.
